NOTES AND COM MENTS 

Roger Babson’s inflated reputation as a statistician hasj 
been exploded. Since the depression commenced he reiter¬ 
ated that “prosperity is just around the corner.” Now he 
says we have a surplus in everything except “spirit.” A 
prominent banker says the only way in which normal times 
will assert themselves is by the old-fashioned law of supply 
and demand. 


Artificial aids to promote so-called prosperity are as all 
other artificialities. You cannot substitute for the real 
thing. This depression will end when we have become ac¬ 
customed to a less frenzied mode of living; when people are 
less inclined to mortgage the futureJor luxuries instead of 
paying for the necessities, and when the efficiency experts 
who have been so keen on saving money for those whom 
they work for turn their attention towards devising schemes 
which will entitle Labor to share in profits of industry on 
an equal footing with capital and management. 


Here and There 


Ontario gold production for the 
half year to June 30 reached $29,- 
608,195, the greatest on record. 
Indications are that the.output for 
the full year 1931 will be well 
over $41,000,000 In value. 


Working at the rate of a mile 
a day and employing a daily aver¬ 
age of 450 men, completion of 
rockballasting in the Ontario dia- 
trict from Windsor to Smiths 
Falls on the Canadian Pacific 
tracks was announced recently. 


Canadian hens are working 
much harder than their ancestors 
of ten years ago. In 1920, statis¬ 
tics show that 6010 birds pro¬ 
duced an average of 122.1 eggs 
apiece. This average rose stead¬ 
ily until in 1930 it was 178 eggs 
per bird. 


New Brunswick moose and deer 
will make their debut, on the 
talkie screen this Fall while the 
famous moose calls of New 
Brunswick guides will be record¬ 
ed in sound for the edification of 
millions of patrons ip thousands 
of theatres across the continent. 


Mr. John Raymond Hall, president of a corporation for 
financial and industrial counsel, states: “Such a concept 
could be put into practical effect through the establishment 
of reserves for labor from surplus profits just as is now done 
for owners and managers of industry.” 

In the meantime all these suggestions and advice are 
just so much “blah.” Human nature being what it is, 
none of these suggested remedies will ever be put into ef¬ 
fect. Selfishness in human nature will prevail, and the 
law of the survival of the fittest will assert itself, equally 
as much as the law of supply and demand. They are im¬ 
mutable natural laws which man cannot overcome. The 
best advice we can offer is to try and make every hour count 
for something constructive, even though it may not pro¬ 
duce money. 

Gold, an inanimate metal, the idol of the miser and the 
usurer, a commodity which has neither soul nor sentiment, 
has indirectly caused much of the distress which unem¬ 
ployed throughout the world are suffering from. Set up as 
the standard of exchange between most countries of the 
world, France and the United States have been accumulat¬ 
ing such vast reserves that Great Britain has been shortened 
in its gold reserves until those countries could dictate to 
Great Britain what value they would place on the pound 
sterling, nominally worth $4.86 in the States. 


The site of the first cheese fac¬ 
tory in Canada, located in Oxford 
County, Ontario, will be marked 
with a cairn as an historic site. 
There are now more than 2,800 
factories in Canada making butter 
or cheese, and the cheese pro¬ 
duction exceeds 150,000,000 
pounds yearly. 


It meant that Great Britain’s exports were being pal'd 
for by other countries at a below par value based on hom§ 
manufacturing costs. A continuation of business on th^se 
lines would eventually have meant national insolvency. To 
meet such a crisis, extraordinary measures had to be taken. 
Accordingly silver will again be recognized as a standard 
medium of exchange by Great Britain. Many years ago 
the late William Jennings Bryan, democratic candidate for 
the presidency of the United States, fought his campaign on 
the issue of silver as the coinage of the United States, stat¬ 
ing the gold standard would crucify the people. It almost 
did that for the people of Great Britain, and in turn it 
would have crucified the people of the United States and 
Canada.

Cold wet weather 
has no terrors for the fishing enthusiast, while the tennis 
enthusiasts push old man winter to one side with a laugh of 
scorn and continue playing on the local courts as merrily 
in mid-summer.

A man is only as old as his outlook or mental attitude 
may make him. Some are old at 40, others remain young 
till 80 or until they are suddenly called home. Happiness 
consists not in counting wealth by the money you may have 
saved, or the worldly possessions you consider your own; 
but in the ability to enjoy the commonplace things of life, 
regarding your daily duties as a pleasure, and in maintain¬ 
ing a cheerful attitude no matter how dark the clouds may 
be.

July someone asked Joe D. Matheson, Conservative candi- 
date at that time for the Federal government, what his re¬ 
medy was for unemployment. Joe naively replied, “Why, 
work!” Not a soul followed the question up by asking him 
how he would provide the work, for which possibly Joe was 
secretly thankful, as that problem yet remains unsolved. 

If one home industry fail* to support another, and to 
save money sends its cash elsewhere, it indirectly helps to 
curtail its own revenue, through subsequent lack of busi¬ 
ness in its own community.

The nature and objects of the com¬ 
petition, told in Mr. Bryant’s own 
words, follow: 


every home in Saskatchewan and that 
the result will be a marked decline 
in the annual fire loss and a conse¬ 
quent drop in fire insurance premiums 
in this province.” 

Inspiration for his scheme was 
found by Mr. Bryant, in statistics 
relative to Saskatchewan's 1930 fire 
loss. These reveal that, during 1930, 
Saskatchewan’s fire loss aggregated 
$3,504,293, which works out at $4.04 
per head of population. The number 
of fires recorded totalled 2.558 — an 
average of seven fires a day through¬ 
out the year! 

Canadian fire losses during the year 
reached the huge total of $46,109,875 
and, conjoined with this, fire took an 
appalling toll of human life, 237 per¬ 
sons meeting their deaths through 
fire in Canada, in 1930. In Saskatch¬ 
ewan, itself, 54 persons have lost their 
lives through fire in the last six years, 
while some 119 persons suffered seri¬ 
ous injury as result of fires. The most 
regrettable feature of this human and 
material waste is that the majority 
of the fires reported were preventable, 
being the result of carelessness or of 
reckless disregard of obviously dan¬ 
gerous conditions. 

An average of three dwellings, a 
store and a barn were destroyed daily 
by fire in Saskatchewan during the 
year 1930, according to statistical 
records in the Fire Prevention De¬ 
partment of the Government. These 
records indicate that, during the year, 
1,093 dwellings, 348 barns and granar¬ 
ies, and 348 stores were razed by 
fire, the toll of the fire fiend being 
augmented by 33 garages, 31 eleva¬ 
tors, 30 hotels, 28 schools, 14 theatres, 
eight pool rooms, and eight churches. 

That carelessness and indifference- 
to consequences were contributory 
factors to the severe losses suffered is 
revealed by the tabulation of definite¬ 
ly ascertained causes, which indicates 
that 230 of the fires reported were 
caused by careless smokers, 196 by 
overheated stove pipes, 157 by defec¬ 
tive chimneys, 142 by careless hand¬ 
ling of gasoline, 50 by children play¬ 
ing with matches, 70 by defective wir¬ 
ing, 72 by lightning, and 29 by spon¬ 
taneous combustion. Seven per cent, 
of the fires investigated were of sus¬ 
pected incendiary origin. 

Hon. Mr. Bryant found additional 
inspiration for his campaign to spread 
fire prevention education in the prov¬ 
ince, in the fact that, during 1931, 
fire losses for the first six or seven 
months are considerably in excess of 
those reported for the corresponding 
period of 1930. This applies not only 
to Saskatchewan, but to Canada as a 
whole. The estimated fire loss in Can¬ 
ada from January 1 to July 31, 1931, 
is $26,344,400, an increase of $10,719,- 
885 over the loss suffered in the 
corresponding period of last year. 
Saskatchewan contributed to this in¬ 
crease, for the records show the esti¬ 
mated loss in this province during the

New Mystery ’Plane 

ew Wonder Of the Air To Be Tested 
Out In France 

Hitherto unheard of speeds that 
will enable the pilot to see the earth 
rotating beneath him while he re¬ 
mains in a fixed position to the sun 
are expected of a new mystery 'plane 
which is under construction in 
France. 

This new wonder of the air, which 
is being built in secret at the Farman 
works for the French Government, is 
not only expected- to fly at nearly 
500 miles an hour, but also to attain 
altitudes of 12 to 15 miles with ease. 

When it takes the air, some time 
about the middle of October,, all the 
existing aviation theories and prac¬ 
tices may be completely revolution¬ 
ized within an hour or two. 

French air ministry experts who 
have designed the 'plane have not 
the slightest doubt but that it will 
fulfill all their sensational expecta¬ 
tions. 

The mystery machine is a medium¬ 
sized monoplane with several special 
features. One of these*is an air¬ 
tight metal tank, in which the pilot 
and mechanic will be enclosed and in 
which they will have tubes of oxygen 
to allow them to breathe normally 
in high altitudes. 

The controls will operate through 
airtight knuckles, and the tank, which 
will be shipped like a barrel, will 
be heated by the motor.
